k TRIAL by a Canadian judge and jury was observed ycstei'day 
by A. E. Morgan, newly appointed principal of llio Univor- 
sity. He was an observer at the suit for $65,000 damages taken 
against McGill University in Uie Superior Court. 
Arguments from both sides 



were heard tliroiighout the 
moniing and afternoon. The 
attorney for the plaintiff en- 
deavouring to p'.ace responsibility 
for tlic accident on the University au- 
thorities introduced several witnesses 
and iùeà several documents with tlie 
court. He also LtbcUed cricket as a 
danperotis game. In tr>lng to prove 
his point the attorney read many de- 
positions from officials f;;uig that al- 
though cricket has been played on 
the campus for fifty years no pro\ision 
was ever made for the protection of 
the spectators. 

The first witness was a nursemaid 
and friend of the injured girl, Eileen 
Mackay, who was close by at the time 
of the accident. Though She had not 
actually seen the accident, she testi- 
fied that she heard a scream and on 
turning around obscr\-ed the girl ly- 
ing on the ground vith a mark where 
she had been hit. 

It was revealed that Eileen Mackay 
had been in an auto accident in 1930 
and that she had been ill for some 
time after that. Witnesses were called 
upon to prove that the girl had been 
normal before the Urne of the acci- 
dent. 

In The afternoon session the game 
of cricket was c'iscussed and the Judge 
interjected that it was a gentleman's 
game. Later on Chief Justice Green- 
shieldi dropped the remark that as in' 
golf, in cricket it was a good idea lo j . 
keep an eye on the ball. He also poitit- 
eid out as the case proceeded thai the 
spectator has got to take his chances 
or day at home. • 



Summary of Case 

After the passing of nioix! than .1 
year, tl» Eileen MacKay vs. 
McOiU University is being hcat>d itt 
the Superior Court, The suit which 
is for $65 000 is .1 result of an acci- 
dent which occurred on the campus 
in July 1934. 

At that time, when a game wiis 
in progress between McOiU and 
Vlckcrs Cricket Clubs, the plaintiff 
was hit by a cricket ball used by 
one of the piaycrs. Tlic case hss 
boon lingering along .and is now in 
court before Judge and Jur>', 

a result of this accident the 
attorney for the plaintiff, Louis 
Fitch, K.C.. claims that the 16- 
ycar - old niirsemaid has become 
hopele^ly iiwnnc. The defendants 
who are opposing the suit are rep- 
resented by O. S. Tjndale from the 
law offices of Brown. Montgomery 
and McMichacl. Named as co- 
defendants in tlic suit are Dean 
Brown and Prof. R. de L. French of 
the department of Engineering and 
W. G. St. Ryan, officials of tlu

Despite the fad that McOIU's Med- 
ical course is longer by a year than 
the average courses, and thrtt the final 
year which is spent almost entirely In 
the hospital Is the equivalent of an 
Interneshlp, most hospitals require yet 
another year before the student nuy 
become I'ceognlzed as a doctor. 

It Ls pos.5iblc for a medic to remain 
an Interne ,n.s long as he can afford it, 
lor he is impaid. But it is wiser for 
him to leave after one or two yeai's- 
before he becomes too dependent on 
the hospital'. 

Once out, the young doctor's greatc-it 
problem is to establish himself in a 
practice. This Is becoming more and 
more difficult as it Is ever the ten- 
dency to concentrate ■ in the- cities, 
where the ' field is rapidly becoming 
overcrowded. Tills appears lo be due 
lo the fact that the new doctor fears 
that he will be soon and permanently 
forgotten if he accopts a country prac- 
tice. Such an attltiidc Is particularly 
unfortunate since there Is a growing 
need lor medical m^n in rural districts. 

Although there li not so much op- 
portunity for women, the few who do 
lake medicine caii often find places 
in clilldren'.-! or women's or even in 
general haspitals. The only female- 
graduate of last year is now an In- 
terne far north in Port McPherson,
